Thomas J eifer.son was born on th« * 2<1 
of April, 1743, on his fa ther’s pla nta ­ 
tion in Albemarle county, Va. Virginia 
was almost a wilderness then. The J ef­ 
fers« » us’ neighbor* were few and far 
between. 
Young Tom wa s put on a 
horse when his legs were still v ry 
short, and hr* soon learned to rid« * like 
a cava lryma n and swim his horse across 
a stream without flinching.

Take the effect of but one 
single invention. During the past few 
seasons self 1 ¡tiding reapers have rap­ 
idly sprung into popularity. 
According to The Agricultural Econo­ 
mist, reaping and tying corn bv manual 
labor used to cost from ss. to 10s. per 
acre, but with the new machines it 
costs only from Is. 6d. to 2s. Od. per 
acre. 
In other words, some 20 or 30 
youths can now perform the work that 
formerly required 50 able bodied men 
and airequal number of young lads and 
lasses. 
This is but one example out of 
many. True it is, a limited number of 
those crowded out peasants may, and 
doubtless do, find employment at some 
«•f the various kinds of unskilled labor, 
even in a comparatively overstocked 
city market. 
Nevertheless, the inevita­ 
ble result of all this must be the inten­ 
sification of the unemployed problem in 
town and country alike. — Westminster 
Review.
